HOST ENFORCE N E I 
PURE FOOD LAV 


T h e United 
States 
revenue office, 
in ch arg e of R. R. K e m p te r, collector, 
is receiving detailed instructions re­ 
garding the enforcement o f the new 
pure food law. which goes into effect 
January 
I. 
T h e n e w law will entail 
a vast amount of w o r k upon the dep ­ 
uty 
revenue 
collectors 
and 
g o v e r n ­ 
ment inspectors to see that restric­ 
tions o f the statute are observed by 
the num erous dealers affected in each 
district. 
Retail liquor dealers have been n o ­ 
tified to prepare to co m p ly with the 
law, which, a m o n g other things, p r o ­ 
vides that it shall be the duty of liq­ 
uor dealers to label ev ery bottle from 
which liquor is sold at retail. 
T h e 
decanters on the back bar and from 
which w h isky is sold b y the glass, or 
wines, etc., shall be labeled. 
T h e s e 
labels must exactly tell the brand of 
the beverage, if it is pure, blended, 
adulterated, rye, corn, or w h atever it 
might be. 
T h e fine for the violation 
of this provision of the pure food law 
is heavy. 
In addition to the labeling of the 
contents of the decanters and other 
vessels, where w h is k y is sold b y the 
quart or pint each bottle must carry 
labels certifying to the fact that it 
is a full quart or a full pint.

the 
possible redemption of the stage, and 
w hen it is redeemed I believe it will 
be one of the m ost pow erful agencies 
for g o o d in the w h ole world. 
I am 
not g o in g to say there is 
n othing 
good Upon the stage today, fo r there 
are plays, though they are v e ry few, 
which one could witness with a real 
moral uplift. 
It is upon the theater, 
not as an ideal, but as it actually e x ­ 
ists today, and as the history of the 
world has alw ay s ‘show n it t a be that 
we must speak this afternoon. 
“ T h e best literary criticism unspar­ 
ingly condem ns the theater as 
the 
polluter of public morals. 
“ T h e best dramatic criticism of the 
day is pronounced against the theater. 
Clem ent Scott, L o n d o n ’s distinguish­ 
ed theatrical critic, said: 
‘It is nearly 
impossible 
for a w o m a n to remain 
pure w h o adopts the stage as a p r o ­ 
fession. 
E v e r y t h in g is against 
her, 
and what is m ore to be deplored is 
that a w om an w h o endeavors to keep 
her purity 
is 
alm ost 
of 
necessity 
doom ed to failure in her career. 
It 
is an awful thoing to say, and is still 
m ore terrible that it is true, but none 
w h o k n o w s the life of the green room 
will deny it.’ 
Mr. Scott says he is not 
a canting critic or a Pharisee w h o 
makes broad his phylacteries and says, 
‘T h a n k God, I am not as other men 
are,’ and so far as I k n o w he has never 
been so accused, but if there is any 
truth in what he says about the stage 
I w onder if the really consistent child 
of God can be indifferent to its p at­ 
ronage. 
“ T h e best professional criticism is 
against the theater as it n o w exists. 
A. M. Palmer, one of the oldest and 
m ost successful theater m anagers, a 
man kn o w n all o ver both continents, 
says, ‘T h e chief themes of the theater 
are now, as they ever have been, the 
passions of men— ambition and je al­ 
ousy leading to murder, anger, lead­ 
ing to madness, and lust leading to 
adultery and death.’ 
“ Mr. Sothern, over his ow n sig n a ­ 
ture, says: 
‘ I have kn o w n so m e of 
our best perform ers w h o have found 
it necessary to first attend and see a 
play before 
they would allow their 
wives and daughters to go. W h y was 
this ne cessary?’ he asked. 
‘ W h y , ’ he 
answers, ‘because they k n e w there was 
v e ry little cleanness in those places, 
and he w h o better than they should 
kn o w .’ 
“ T o a certain extent the theatrical 
m an agem en t is to be exonerated. 
If 
you ask, ‘W h y do they not put only 
clean and moral plays upon the stages 
and thus elevate the standard of the 
theater?" they reply, and quite right­ 
ly, too, that they are not in the ele­ 
vating business. 
T h e y are quite will­ 


ing to leave that to the preachers and 
the Christians and people in general. 
As a business they must make it pay 
or quit. 
And they have long since 
found that people in general will not 
patronize a clean, pure presentation 
upon the stage, and nothing therefore 
is left for them but to pander to the 
depraved and vitiated tastes of their 
patrons. 
Every effort on the part of 
the management to reform the theater 
has utterly failed. 
Edwin Booth tried 
it in New York. 
He lost $600,000 in 
the venture. 
Hery Irving tried it in 
London but he did not succeed.” 
T h e speaker then recited the facts 
that the theater was detrimental in 
the highest degree to the actors t h e m ­ 
selves and to the audience as must be 
the case w hen the plots of m ost of 
the plays and the setting of the stage 
are such that the vilest passions are 
stimulated and aroused, in proof of 
which statement he review ed a n u m ­ 
ber of plays s h o w in g that the main 
plot dealt with m urder and adultery. 
T h e speaker w as loudly cheered when 
he referred in scathing terms of the 
billboards 
which 
present 
indecent

Here are the causes, summarized, of the church crisis in France: 


FIRST—Premier Waldeck-Rousseau, in 1901, proposed the “associa­ 


tions act,” compelling all religious organizations to furnish 
the 
govern­ 


ment with names of their members and information concerning places and 


dates of their meetings. 


SECOND—On July 3, 1905, the chamber of deputies passed the act of 


disestablishment, separating church and state, cutting off the salaries of 


priests and bishops, which had been paid from the national treasury, and 


providing for the confiscation of churches unless the congregations form­ 


ed local associations under the associations act to take over the property 


and continue worship. 


T H IR D —The pope ordered the clergy of France not to obey the new 


law and not to form local associations. 


FO URTH —The government in December, 1905, took inventories of 


the church property, said to be worth more than $200,000,000, and 
ex­ 


pelled the religious orders of monks and nuns from the country, provok­ 


ing serious riots. 


FIFT H —Dec. i i . 1906, the government proceeded to put into effect 


the disc3teb!ishment act by selling all church property, bringing about the 


poesent crisis.

late know how useless it would be 
to attempt to get an opinion from 
him on the subject. 
Ordinarily he is 
exceptionally free, frank and informal 
in his talks for publication. 
But the 
controversy that has been so much 
discussed during the past week touch­ 
es upon a subject in regard to which 
the archbishop always 
refuses 
to 
speak. 
In the past dozen years or 
hundred times with a story that he 
was about to be named a cardinal. 
To all these inquiries he merely said 
he had heard nothing from the Vat­ 
ican, but refused to discuss probabili­ 
ties or possibilities. 
Archbishop Ireland is nearing his 
seventieth birthday, but both mental­ 
ly and physically he appears to be 
in the prime of life. 
His life at his 
home, in the city, is as simple and* 
as unostentatious as t is possible to 
make it. 
He arises every morning 
at an early hour and at half-past 7 
he breakfasts with the members of 
his household. 
The breakfast hour 
over he retires to his study, runs over 
the morning papers, summons 
his 
secretary, and begins the labors of 
the day. 
Right here becomes evi­ 
dent his startling grasp of every sub­ 
ject from church to charity, 
from 
parochial school to seminary.

Wjhile he seldom mixes in political 
life in the senses of delivering ad­ 
dresses and making pleas for one 
party or the other. Archbishop Ire­ 
land is a man of pronounced opinions 
on all state and national topics, and 
exercises his influence in his 
own 
way, but the occasions have been few 
on which he felt it his duty to break 
his rule of noninterference. 
One of 
these occasions, still well remember­ 
ed, came in the fall of 1896. 
The 
campaign 
between 
McKinley 
and 
Bryan had only about three weeks 
to run, and twenty of the leading bus­ 
iness men of St. Paul sent him a 
letter asking him that he give to the 
public in his own way his views re­ 
garding the great questions then be­ 
fore the citizens of the republic. 
On 
October 12 of that year he sent to 
the country what was then regarded 
as one of the great addresses of the 
contest, in which he declared unequi­ 
vocally against free silver theory. 
For the past quarter of a century 
Archbishop Ireland has given much 
attention to charity and the promo­ 
tion of enterprises looking to the am­ 
elioration of the condition of the very 
poor. 
He is a moving spirit in all 
Catholic charity' societies and gives 
much to private charity.

that he never turns a beggar from 
his door absolutely empty 
handed.

office at the cathedral, where he re- 
j mains at work usually until late in 
the afternoon. 
The evening meal is 
served shortly after 6, and the hours 
thereafter till 9 are given over to 
study and work of other character. 
His capacity for work is wonderful, 
and his enthusiasm unflagging. 
Archbishop Ireland first came into 
national 
prominence 
through 
his 
strong work in the interests of tem­ 
perance. 
After several years inces­ 
sant work in his church in Minnesota 
and the organization of many total 
abstinence societies he branched out 
in his work and delivered lectures in 
the principal cities of America, Eng­ 
land and Ireland. 
In church matters Archbishop Ire­ 
land is a liberal. 
A little over fifteen 
years ago he conceived the plan of 
having 
the 
public 
and 
parochial 
schools merged, both Catholic and 
Protestant teachers being employed, 
and the school moneys divided. 
This 
was what was known in Minnesota 
as the Faribault plan, and was put 
in operation under the direction of 
the archbishop. 
It was tried at both 
Faribault and Stillwater. 
At 
Still­ 
water a large parochial school was 
given to the city, but the sisters wefe 
continued in charge of it as teachers. 
, A similar arrangement was made at 
Faribault. 
The plan worked fairly 
well for a time, but there was soon 
friction. 
Protestants 
objected 
to 
teachers instructing children in the 
garb of any church. 
Next the trou- 
!Lie came over the Bible, the Catholics 
wanting to use it in part as a text­ 
book, and the Protestants asking that 
jit be read only at the beginning of 
the day or abolished altogether. 
The 
controversy grew in bitterness till

pecially the older ones, Archbishop 
Ireland is a native of the Emerald 
Isle, having been born in County Kil­ 
kenny, Ireland, Sept. i i , 1838.

ents removed to St. Paul, and his 
early education was received in the 
cathedral school here. 
He was sent 
to France in 1853, and in September 
of that year, when he was but 15, he

NEGROS ARE LASHED 


JA C K SO N , Miss., Dec. 17.—W ith 
Governor Vardaman rushing at the 
head of reinforcements to their aid, 
guards on the Oakley state prison | 
farm crushed a negro convict mutiny, 
drove the rebels to their cells, triced 
up and flogged the ringleaders of the 
uprising and sent to Jackson for a 
physician to care for their wounded 
and calmly met the governor with the 
announcement that the 
battle 
was 
over and order restored. 
Guard J. M. Buckley was 
fright­ 
fully slashed across the breast 
and 
neck, and will die. Guard John Bodds 
was cut on the head and suffered a 
broken arm. 
O ther guards and sev- 
eraF of the convicts were 
severely 
bruised and beaten. 
♦ 
Hezekiah Planer, a negro 
trusty 
who saved Buckley and Bodds from 
instant death, was pardoned on the 
spot by Governor 
Vardaman 
and 
brought back to Jackson on the lat- 
ter’s special train. 
The insurrection started 
with 
a 
fight between 
two 
convicts, 
Ben 
Cooper and Prince 
Berry. 
O thers 
joined in the affray, and a free-for-all 
struggle was raging 
when 
Guards 
Buckley and Boods interfered, scat­ 
tered the combatants and drove Coop­ 
er, the aggressor, into the cage under 
the lash. 
VV hen the guards entered the cage 
to punish Cooper, however, he at­ 
tacked them with a knife, 
fearfully 
gashing Buckley and felling Bodds 
with a heavy club. Then Planer rush­ 
ed to their rescue. 
A dozen guards and trusties were 
attracted and beat back the the as­ 
sailants, who, reinforced by fresh ar­ 
rivals from among the convict forces 
outside, quickly returned to the at­ 
tack. 
While the battle was raging a tele­ 
phone message was sent to Governor 
Vardaman at Jackson, 
twenty-eight 
miles distant. 
The guards were fin­ 
ally victorious, after a fierce fight and 
compelled the negroes to keep 
to 
their cells. 
Bodds, despite-his broken arm. him­ 
self applied the “cat-o’-nine-tails” to 
Cooper and seven of his followers, 
each of whom received fifty lashes. 
Governor Vardaman at the head of 
twenty members of the capital guards 
and as many more citizen volunteers, 
armed with W inchesters, was making 
a record run meantime, on a special 
train from Jackson.

Buckley has a gash seven inches 
long in his chest and Dodds has a 
broken arm and other

juries.

ly after he had been notified of the 
disturbance, brought Pluny back to 
Jackson with him, and will pardon 
him for the part he clayed in saving 
the guard.
